Dr. A: A. Brilk translator of Freud's 
works into English and author of 
number of books on psychoanalysis, 
presents one ‘point of view. He says: 
“Not all criminals are mental defec- 

_ tives, and not all mental ‘defectives are 
criminals. I have no Goubt that every 
habitual criminal, every ‘ repeater,’ is 
defective 4ither intellectually. or emo- 
tionally, or both. 

“Crime is merely a matter of civili- 
gation. Strictly speaking, we all commit 
crimes—all civilized people. When men 
lived in a state of nature there was no 
crime and there were no laws. There 
are no crimes for animals today. They 

\. simply live according to their instincts, 

@s nature made them to live. But when 

man began to get civilized if became a 

different matter; he could no longer de- 

pend upon his instincts as guides, ‘The 

. first crimes recognized as: such were 
those of the most simple and obvious 
nature, such as murder and personal 
violence toward one’s neighbor. 

“Then civilization advanced and men 
began to -make laws to regulate the 
more complex social life, such as mar- 
riage laws and laws regarding sex’ life. 
Nowadays when a man commits a sim- 
ple, obvious crime, such as murder, he 
is. acknowledged universally as a crim- 
inal and dealt with as such. .It may be 
that he does it for a purpose, such as 
gain, with full knowledge of its conse- 
quences and the ability to prevent him- 
self from doing it if he wanted to pre- 
vent it. It may be that he has not in- 
tellect enough to understand its signifi- 
cance, or that he understands Its mean- 
ing, but has not emotional control 
enough to prevent himself from doing it. 

““In any case he is & criminal, as the 
word' is commonly understood. If he has 
not intelligence enough to understand 
the significance of crime or unsocial 
acts, or if he has. not sufficient con- 
trol over his emotions to refrain. from 
the impulse ‘to commit crime, although 
in his calm: mofnents he understands 
what: it--will-mean to him, then ‘he. is 
likely to go on committing a crime 
whenever . the impulse comes to him 
with sufficient force. He is a mental 
defective, and if his tendency is toward 
violent“ or unsocial acts he is almost 
certain to become an* habitual criminal. 

‘“* But suppose that his intellect is nor- 
mal -and he has evolved . emotionally 
along with the evolution of+¢jvilization 
so that he has no trouble in meeting its 
demands on this primitive plane. The 
normal or average man today has no 
trouble in behaving himself so that he 
will not get into trouble with the 
criminal laws. He may feel like killing 
sometimes, but his inhibitions so far as 
personal violence is concerned are suf- 
ficient to keep him from even striking 
a blow or seriously thinking of killing. 
He has grown .emotionally out of the 
primitive-state in which men do such 
things impulsively. 

*“‘ But take the next plane of civiliza- 

*tion, arid his inhibitions may not be 

sufficient to prevent him from commit- 

ting crimes—that is, breaking laws. The 


/* ‘Most conspicuous example of this is the 


way men live up to their own laws and 
standards regarding marriage. These 
laws are made to fit a more complex 
civilization, and the normal man has not 
advanced emotionally far enough to 
make him keep them in the same strict 
sense in which he can and does. keep 
the“laws concerning violence. They are 
\} broken every day by people more. or 
less respected by society. What do we 
do about it? Do we punish the of- 
fenders? Not very often. As a rule 
we make jokes about the breaking of 
these laws, on the stage and in the 
comic papers, and write romances about 
it tn lit re. We excuse the breaking 
of these laws as ‘human nature.’ So we 
do the best we can, and it is wonderful 
how well we. do, considering what we 
have to contend with in our own 
émotional make-up. 
Same Peeorle Break Other Laws. 
‘ ** Now go one step higher still in 
civilization and you find ‘people who 
keep these social laws, whose inhibi- 
tions are strong enough to control an 
expression ‘of the emotions when the 
impulse comes to break them. These 
game people will, however, break the 
Prohibition law, the: Income Tax law, 
the customs law, and laugh about it. 
So you see it is a matter of quantity. 
The laws on such mattérs as these are 
the expression of a still: more complex 
civilization than those concerping do- 
mestic relations; just as the latter are 
, the outcome of a social condition which 
fn its norntal expression had learned 
to control .its epneees toward personal 
‘violence.

“If proper control is exercised over 
mental defectives from early life, there 
fs no reason why any great proportion 
of them should turn criminals, If neg- 
lected, they are Hable to become the 
prey of others. We estimate that there 
are 50,000 mental defectives in New York 
State who are in need of some kind of 
supervision, and that 10,000 ought to 
have institutional Care. With proper su- 
pervision of thia class a great deal of 
crime could -be prevented. By mental 
defectives I mean both those individuals 
who are intellectually and those who are 
emotionally handicapped. It is impos- 
sible to separate the two.sides of per- 
sonality in determining what constitutes 
a mental defective.’ 

Dr. Max.G. Schlapp, Professor : of 
Neuropathology at thé New York Post 
Graduate Medical School and Hospital 
and Director of the New York City 
“Clearing House for Mental Defec- 
tives’, that is, the clinic to which many 
courts' send delinquents for medical ex- 
amination, was asked if in his opinion 
eugenics could prevent feeblemindedness 
and crime. 

** Certainly not,’’ was his reply. ‘‘ But 
it can do a great deal. Inheritance is a 
most important consideration. Every- 
body knows that many feebleminded 
parents breed feebleminded - children, 
and the irresponsible are likely to breed 
more children than normal people. 
Still that is not the whole. story, and 
we cannot afford to neglect the other 
side.”’ 

From photographs on his desk he took 
one. ‘‘ Look at this family,’’ he said. 
“You see from their faces that the 
mother and father are intelligent, nor- 
mal young people. They are a good 
kind of Italian peasant. The oldest 
child, you see, is a normal child. “The 
two younger children are microcephalic 
idiots. How account for them? Well, 
the first child“was born in Italy while 
they were living in a quiet way in the 
country. The mother was free m un- 
due stress of any sort up to the time 
of the child’s birth. 

‘Then they came to America and had 
an extremely hard time, which pre- 
vented them from living in a. healthy 
way. The mother had to go to work, 
“was undernourished, overworked and 
worried. . ‘This is the result. _ Environ- 
ment is responsible in this case and 
in thousands: of other cases. 

** Here is another picture of a mother 
with four children who. were born’ in 
five years. Three are normal, the other 
a Mongolian idiot. Before its birth the 
mother not only was suffering from 
exhaustion and malnutrition, but from 
worry caused by the severe illness of 
one of the older children. 

**I could go. on, multiplying such evi- 
denge indefinitely. But what is the use? 
We cannot shake 6ff responsibility for 
conditions under which we live or deny 
that the strain of modern life with its 
consequent underngurishment, overstim- 
ulation, excesses of all kinds; idleness 
and luxury at one end of the scale and 
overwork, overcrowding’ and °privation 
fat the other; neglect of rest and hygiene 
are {ncreasing all kithds of ‘nervous: and 
mental diseases at a tremendous rate. 
Let us have eugenics by all means. But 
it only does harm ‘to ‘make proniises 
that cannot be fulfilled. Eugenics will 
belp a Jot, although we never can stop 
f inded entirely by weeding 
out the unfit while encotraging condi- 
tions that are constantly helping to pro- 
duce a new supply.’ 


Tracing Criminal Instinct. 


“Do you believe there is any direct 
relation between mental deficiency and 
crime?’? he was asked. 

** Unquestionably there is. But we 
must understand one another as to what 
coastitutes mental deficlency. Idiots 
and low-grade imbeciles have not much 
initiative of any kind, good or bad. The 
dangerous class of mental defectives jn- 
cludes the morons and borderline cases 
and_a large. number! of abnormal in- 
dividuals whom society has. not gener- 
ally recognized as subjects for study, 
control or aid. Among these Iatter we 
find all shades of derelicts, from the 
pronounced criminal ‘type to the hobo 
and the crank who does not conform to 
the rules of school as a child or to 
those of society as a man._ 

“For the sake of clearness, let us 
divide mental deficients into three classes. 
First, there is a group in. which the con- 
dition may be traced to definite physical 
injury to the brain before birth, at birth 
or in early life. ‘Then there is another 
group in which the brain in whole or 
in part has not developed because of 





‘|improper cell growth. If such a persoa 


is taken in hand early enough and the 
condition causing lack of development 
can be. removed, the child may grow 
normally. In the third group the brain 
cells are not lacking in nuniber, but 
there is a disturbance in the proportion 
of the different chemical factors in the 
surrounding medium from which ~ the 
cells draw their necessary — potential 
energy aiid motivating substances, a-id 
therefore the cells do not react-normally 
to stimulation. 1n this class we find 
various kinds of criminals and cranks. 

‘*Here is a photograph of a __ boy 
twelve and one-half years old; who is a 
pronounced criminal type. Most people 
would think ‘he was a fat, healthy _boy— 
just bad, He was sent to the clinic by 
a Judge outside of New York State for 
examination. Here is a letter written 
later from his school: 

“* You have asked for the school re- 
port of R. S. I am not able to explain

** Laboratory tests showed that he was 
suffering from a deviation from the nor- 
malin metabolism caused by a-disturb- 
ance of the pituitary gland. I gave him 
glandular treatment and in six weeks 
there was marked improvement in be- 
havior and a loss of fat. When he 
stopped taking the treatment compleints 
came of his misbehavior, and since it 
has been resumed’ his conduct ‘in school 
Bnd St homp fag bode Teported. a9: aatie- 
factory again. 

“ Here is another case of a boy of cul- 
tured Italian parents who took to run- 
ning away from home and giving 
trouble generally without any accounta- 
ble reason. He showed great emotional 
instability.’’ 

“Then his trouble was emotional, not 
intellectual, which bears out what some 
critics have said?’* he was asked. 

“It is the reverse side of the same 
picture. One boy’s abnormality was due 
to overactivity and the other’s to under- 
activity of. the endocrine organs, .or 
ductless glands, as. they are commonly 
known} and the treatment in both cases 
was-glandular treatment.’’ ’ 

*“* But what of the assertion that crime 
is due to emotional causes entirely,. that 
the intellect has nothing to do with it?”’ 

‘The relation between the emotions, 
the intellect and the physical processes 
of the body is too intricate to go into 
briefly. But it is impossible to-diagnose 
or treat emotional instability without 
considering both the physical and intel- 
lectual condition of the individual. <A 
disturbance in brain activity seriously 
involving either the intellectual or the 
emotional centres, or both of them, re- 
sults in what is known as mental de- 
fectiveness. Whether the disturbance re- 
sponsible for criminal tendencies is emo- 
tional or intellectual, the result is mental 
deficiency. And this answers the ques- 
tion as to whether mental deficiency is 
responsible for criminals. It is respon- 
sible for crime in a large percentage of 
cases. I believe in looking for the cause 
of the condition and treating the cause. 


In many cases this *is to be found in 
the abnormal action of the endocrine 
organs or some extrinsic toxins such as 
are caused by infectious conditions, or 
poisons introduced from without, such 
as morphine, cocaine and so forth.’’

Behind the diepatches telling of 
Early’s visit to “talk éver old times’ 
at the Washington Health Department | 
is the tragedy of a man who has been. 


the worst diseases and who, because 
this, has been driven from pillar to post 
in every community in which he has 
‘settieg. Isolation may be an unhappy 
fate for those visibly afflicte@ with 
leprosy, but Early, apparently normal 
in every way, has been shunned, sep- 
arated from his neighbers by brick 
walls and barbed wire fences and re- 
moved from his family, 

Nan the opinion of physicians, leprosy 

no higher degree of communicabil- 
ity than other dreaded and more 
frequently encountered diseasea “which 
may be spread by the common use of 
dishes and towels. In other words, per- 
sons are permitted te remain at large 
with diseases more likely tobe spread 
than leprosy. Fear of it can be traced 
back to biblical times. Regardless of 
the medical view, the prejudices of cen- 
turies have been too strong te lessen 
the fear of exposure to the disease; in 
fact, it was a careless remark of his 
own upon this matter, s0 Marly thinks, 
which was one of the causes ef hig mis- 
fortune. 

Early volunteered from North Carolina 
for service with an infantry regiment in 
the Philippine insurrection. He received 
an honorable discharge: and returned 
home to work in a paper mill, where his 
hands came in contact with 
dyes. In the meantime he marrie and 
had two children. When he was visit- 
ing Washington in 1908 there was a 
slight eruption on his skin which ee 
to the attention of health office 
during an examination by ® - 
physician Early said jokingly: ‘* Doctor, 
I must. have leprosy. ”’ 

The outcome of the examination was 
that the doctor pronounced him a leper, 
and the theory of other W. 
physicians who supported the Si faa | Si 
diagnosis. was strengthened by the tact | hip 
that Early had served in the Philip- 
pines where leprosy was not uncommon. 
The man was adjudged too dangerous 
to be at large and was separated from 
his family to be placed under guard in 
isolation,

But hig 
identity was‘learned, and then began the 
hounding which has been the lot val the 
suspected leper every time he was at 
large. Doctors or no doctors, neigh- 
bors. with’ children, were determined to 
take no ehances. The Harly family was 
virtually driven from the .community 
and fled to'a Connecticut farm. Here 
there was discovery and exile again. — 
The Barly family was driven from 
Connecticut and settled upon a few acred 
in Virginia. Then a United States Con- 
sul in Sweden forwarded a report from 
the second International Lepresy Con- 
vention at Bergen, where D. G. Armuaur 
Hansen, the discoverer of the leprosy 
bacillus, announced that he had isolated 
bacilli from specimens of Harly’s skin. 
Consequently when Barly wisited Wash- 
ington to collect a back pension check 
hé was pounced upon by health officers 
and hustled off to the same. hi from 


whieh he had ‘been released only a few! 


months before. 

Again Dr, Bulkley and other friends 

interceded with the Government. Per- 

on waa granted’ for Early to come 
te New York for another examination.

Vibrations Cause Interference. - 

When some sets are in operation a 
ringing sound is heard in the phones- if 
the least jar affects the cabinet or the 
table on which the set stands. The ring- 
4ng continues for some time after. the 
table has been jarred. Such a noise 
makes tuning ‘impossible, especially 
when the signals are faint. 

These microphonic noises, as they are 
called, are caused by the tubes amplify- 
ing the mechanical vibrations, and’ the 
elements of the tubes, chiefly the grid, 
are also set in vibration by the jar. The 
practical way to eliminate this ringing 
annoyance is: to cushion the:tube socket

Buying a Loud-Speaker. ‘ 

There are four tests which may be 
applied to a loud-speaker to determine 
its efficiency. Does it produce clear 
sound at different pitches? Is oo 
equal loudness of sound at different 
pitches? In complicated sound do the 
individual pitches get through in the 
same proportion that they have in the 
original sound? Is the natural sound 
of the loud-speaker minimized ag much 
as possible? 

One can easily’ distinguish between a 
pure sound of a’ definite pitch,‘ mich as 
that of a flute or organ, and the com- 
plicated sound, such as the voice, which 
is the blending of a.number of pitches.

The illegal traffic about Detroit is 
well- organized. Stocks of whisky are 
usually om harid in warehouses along the 
river docks on the Canadian side, hav- 
ing been shipped there-direct ‘from dis- 
tilleries. in the Province of Ontario, 
billed for export to the United States, 
or occasionally for export to some.other 
country. .Rum-runners’ boats load up, 
slipacross the river under darkness pe 
unload at any; one ‘of a ‘thousand ‘places 
along the Detroit River. Most of the un-' 
loading now is done at points north and 
south’of Detroit proper, for detection, iz 
more difficult in out-of-the-way localf: 
fies. Regular boat ines are néver. used. 
During the. Winter, when the river ts

with huge cranes carrying cages over- 
head, and with tracks underfoot on 
which ran the cars and locomotives that 
carried the loads to the furnaces. Huge 
electric. shovels dumped the ore into 
the troughs that charged the furnaces. 
Quiet Minutes at the Furnaces. 


Little was going on at the furnaces. 
The men walked ‘about, peering into the 
glass holes through blue goggles, seeing 
how their heats were getting on. Every 
so often a furnace was charged. The 
man in the crane overhead would come 
like a conqueror carrying the breath- 
taking load below him, the pot would 
be lifted, tilted, the moljen liquid 
poured, and then he would march on-to 
other conquests. Or the worker in the 
ear carrying.the charging troughs would 
whistle his way~on to the floor and com- 
plete his job. 

. Occasionally a load of Mmestone or ore 
was dumped on the floor before the fur- 
nace. That. meant some hand shoveling 
by the helpers. At most it lasted fifteen 
minutes: The furnace door was opened 
and the men threw-in.the material. It 
was hard work and hot work. . It. was 
a man’s job. But it was not over- 
powering... That much of the hard work 
done, the men could rest now for an 
hour or two.

At a given signal to 
the men in front of the furnace, the 
clay at the back stop was blown out. In 
its wake came a flood of liquid, shin- 
ing, sputtering, bright’ and golden 
against the black of the buildings and 
the night. It poured into the Gargan-. 
tuan’ pot beneath it. . Steadily for about 
twenty minutes. the stream continued. 
Then. the hole. was plugged up and the 
furriace ready for a new heat: 

Just. as soon as the ladle was full of 
the: heat; a little car on top came rum- 
bling over it. -The giant steél arms 
were dropped; two ‘hooks .caught the 
| monster pot on ‘both sides... Slowly the 
pigmy on top lifted it, .without a 
hitch, -without a-tremor, in the way a 
mother .would lift her child by its, arm- 
pits and carry it to a new position. 
Slowly it was. carried over to a plat- 
form where. a row of molds stood. 

At a signal the stop in the bottom of 
the ladle was opened. It was ldone by 
a jerk of a lever in the same manner 
that a plug .is taken out of a bathtub. 
The liquid, sparkling and bright, was 
poured into the mokis. Each mold 
would make an ingot of steel of about 
threes tons. The job completed, the man 
in the carriage went off again with his 
empty pot, and the ingots on cars 
were driven off to be cooled. 

“The floor of the open-hearth mill was 
almost deserted at about midnight. The 
men had gone to the restaurant for @ 
snack, One of the helpers, whd had 
joined in .the conversation _ with the

Earliest Abandened Farms. 

“Generation by generation the fron- 
tier has been moving westward. Th 
was a time when New England was 
proper wheat land. The abandoned 
farms of New England bear witness 
that this is not the first time that farm- 
ing has ceased to be profitable. Many of 
these farmers migrated westward a gen- 
eration ago. Practical farmers of many’ 
generations standing, they became ‘the 
diversified farmers of. such. States as 
Iowa and Kansas and Minnesota. The 
farms in thé southwestern section . of 
Minnesota, ‘where these New Eingiand 
immigrants settled, are not eaten up 
with: mortgages. This section.is prac- 
tically free of Non-Partisan League in- 
fluences, ‘They raise wheat only when 
wheat will bring a big and an immediate 
price. 

“This country could -il}) afford it if 
such farmers went to the’ wall, °Fortu- 
nately they won't. The ancient lew of 
the survival of the. fittest will see to 
that... Then why all the sentimental sor< 
row — economically speaking — if the 
overpopulation of ‘the wheat - farms 
moves to the cities.to fill in the labor 
vacuum that. immigration -restrictions 
have created? Socially speaking, -this 
would not mean a hardship. to. the 
farmer and his family, sjnce the average 
farmer of the Northwest—especially the 
one who wijl go te the wall—is a trans- 
planted Buropean peasant. Pecuniarily 
his’ condition would be infinitely im- 
‘proved, As far as this country's 
natufal resources are concerned Amer- 
ica. would profit if broad acres of land 
should lie fallow. for ten years.’’ 

This solution of the problem may be 
sound economically, but. there is a fly 
in the olgtment.. The inefficient farmer 
has as much of a vote as has the effi- 
cient farmer. Also, as the late election 
in Minnesota showed, he is vastly more 
concerned about casting that vote. The 
vote was lightest in the contented south- 
eastern sections of the State. Thore 
dre 2,000,000: wheat farmers in © this 
country who. may try. to legislate pros- 
perity under réd léadership.

CHANNEL TUNNEL, NAPOLEON’S DREAM, WINS FAVOR IN FRANCE AND ENGLAND

FTER more than a ¢entury of dis- 
cussion, the project of a. tunnel 
under the British Channel seems 
nearing realization.

sota:. At that an educational campaign 
is slow-moving, ._Today there is scarcely 
a wheat field in the principal. wheat. 
growing on that is more than ten 
miles from’ a barberry source of’ infec- 
tion. From this bush the’ rust travels 
swiftly and surely to the wheat field. 
Only by ¢onquering th® scourge of 


bieack' rust can the third panacea for 


prosperity come to pass and the farmer 


squeeze enough bushels out of his acres 


to justify the overhead. ¢ 
So there you have them, the three s0- 
lutions for making America. safe for 
the farmers and the farmers safe for 
America.

“To illustrate how little horn. blowing 
may sotpetimes be nedessary I have rid- 
den in a car where the driver drove for 
miles in New York City without half a 
dozen blasts. He was a careful, cour- 
teous and well instructed driver. | 

‘A driver can watch other/drivers and 
pedestrians. . If they see the driver and 
if their direction and speed of travel is 
such that they will be out of the way 
before the /driver arrives at the spot, 
there is no.need of blowing the horn. If 
not ‘seen, of course, the horn should ‘be 
sounded, and the driver's foot should 
instinctively go-to the brake nedal every 
time his hand goes to the horn.

USED CAR LOSS 





used dar losses 10 per Gent. in the 

second quarter-of the year, accord- 
ing to a report by Lynn-M. Shaw, as- 
sistant manager of the National Auto- 
mobile Dealers’ Association, who has 
been conducting:a study of the used car 
business of the country. In the second 
quarter dealers reported losses totaling 
$21,292,000 as compared with $23,591,000 
reported for the first quarter. 

Sales reported through eighteen States, 
which are used as the basis for the fig- 
ures, indicated that sales of used cars 
since Jan. 1 reached the tetal of 1,771,- 
000. Sales of used cars from July I to 
the end of the year: will not--be on the 
same scale as‘in. the first six months, 
according to Mr. Shaw, who,says that 
the big selling period is between April 
1 and July'30. New cars have a gbod 
all year round sale, but the big: demand 
for used cars seems to follow. the 
weather, prosperity and vacation times. 


_ On thé “basis of -sales for the first six 
months of the year, dealers. had 6n hand 
by June 15-less than one’ month’s ‘supply 
of used cars. The bt ard cars on hand 
is fixed at 335,000, is a reduction 
of “more than” 16° per cent.’ from »the 
stocks on hand in March. There was an 
average ‘of 8.85 cars per dealer at the 
end of June’as compared with 10.88 cars 
per dealer at the end ‘of March... The 
average pital investment in March 
was $4,005 per dealer as against $3,414 
per dealer in Jun 

The eighteen States used for the sur- 
vey represent 61.25 per cent. of the total 
population, 62.4 per cent. of all the auto- 
Sbile dealers, and 64.85 of all automo- 
ies owned in the United States. 
‘Dealers cannot allow more for a car 

ie than the car can be resold for 

at a profit,’’ said Mr. Shaw in discuss- 
ing the down trend of used car prices. 
‘* Jt was clearly shown that in. 1922 deal- 
ers’ were allowing for old cara more 
than the market Justified. \ \This was evi- 
dent in our analysis of some 60;000 re- 
ports for 1922, in which the figures. re- 
ported. ag thé allowance price’ by the 
dealer were in excess of the average 
figure at which those'cars were sold.

“We have every reason to believe that 
the public ‘and. dealer have . come 
to a. better understanding and that. ex- 
cessive allowances’ on’ old cars will 
cease to be the determining factor in the 
purchase of the new car. \ It is seldom 
justified ‘and it usually is an indication 
that the new car has-a fictitious price or 
that the dealer is a_bad business man.”’ 


MOTORISTS’ SAFETY CLUB. 


OTORISTS of the Staté of Wash- 
M ington seem to have devjsed a 
very. comprehensive plan toward 
eliminating © accidefits _ and providing 
safer cohditions’ on the. highways. It 
has: led. to the fofmation: of the Wash- 
Lington State Highway Safety Club and 
was heartily endorsed at the recent.con- 
vention in Olympia by the, Automotive 
Trade Association of .the State. 

The plan originated with L. D., Mc- 
Ardle, head ofthe State Highway Patrol 
System. He explained. to the dealers 
that with approximately 150,000 motor 
vehicles and nearly 300,000 drivers in 
the State, and moré than. 3,000 -miles 
of State trunk highway, it-was a physi- 
éal imp ility for a force ‘of twenty 
State highWay patrolmen, and such pa- 
trolmen as the counties and gome-of the 
larger cities support, to secure that de- 
gree of patrol supervision and restraint 
over public. traffic that public. pafety 
demands. 

The organizers of the movement expect 
to enroll several thousand members:dur- 
ing the first year. No dues will be 
required, but each member will carry 
the insignia of the club on-his car and 
sign the following pledge: Ne 

‘“*The Washington State Highway 
Safety Club.

HOUSING. CONDITIONS AND, THEIR EFFEGT- UPON THE WAGE CARNERE 


The Manufacturers’ > edie ‘of the 
Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce, of 
which M.. R. Lott is Chairman, re- 
cently undertook an investigation of the 
housing” conditions as they affected the 
workers in various Brooklyn industries. 

The result of the investigation showed 
that the housing situation was the most 
outstanding factor influencing the de- 
gree of cponténtedness whith . workers 
had for their work. . 

It also established a -relationship be- 
tween income and rent or.cost of shelter. 

Another.concluaion is that‘the housing 
situation has not been met for the 
worker with a moderate income, and 
the necessity for some action which will 
provide for these people. 

Discussing the various findings of the 
investigation, Mr. Lott said yesterday:
